The following judgment, which scts out 
all the essential facts of this caso, was deli- 
vered to-day; the appellants being ropre- 
eonted by Mr A. J. Loach, Q.0, (instructed 
by Mr EK. C, Ellis,.of Mr V. By Deacon's 
office), and tho respondents by Mr J. J. 
Francia, Q.C. (instructed by Mr A. B. 
Johnson, of Messra Johoaon, Stokea and 
Master): — k : w 

A salvage suit” was. instituted by the 
Scottish Oriental 6 S, Co., Lt., as owners 
of the s.8, Phra Chom lao against the 
German 5, 8, Zio, her cargo and freight, in 
which the plaintiffs claimed. $20,000 for 
salvage romunoration fur services rondercd 
to the Rio from the 10th Sept. 1892 to the 
14th (inclusive), ‘The cara was heard be- 
fore Mr Ackroyd (Acting Chief Justice) and 
Commander Hastings as Nautical Assessor, 
and His Honour gave hid decision on 16th 
December 1894, awarding the’ full amount 
claimed, viz, $20,000. ‘The owners of tho 
Rio being dissatisfied with that decision, 
gave notice of appeal to the Fall Court, 
toder Section 5 of tha Oolunial Courts of 
Admiralty Act 1890, that Act giving a local 
Appeal, asin ordinary civil cases. The ap- 
peliants, by t&yir notico vf motion sought 
"to vary the jdgment of the 1th Decom- 
ber 1894’by reducing the amount of salvage 
femuneration awarded on the ground that 
the -amount so awarded was excessive.’ 
The appeal came on for hearing on April 2. 
Mr Leach, Q,0.; arguod for the "Appellants 
(the Ato) while Mr Francia, Q.0,, argued the 
crise forttho respondents. Tie facty of the 
cago aro fully set out in the Judgment ap- 
pooled from.. lt may thereford be: con- 
venient to extract tho following pasmge 
Mrom that judgment, especially as, for the 
purposes of this Appeal, the fiudings of fact 
are not sought to be set aside, ‘Tho learn» 
ed Judge eaid :—I Gnd the following facts 
to bo admitted ‘by the pleadinga or proved 
to ms,. The Rio, a German steamer, left 
Saigon on the 6th September Iaat with » 
cargo.of rice and 760 Chinese passengers, 
On the morning of the Sth Sept. at about 
duylight the main ataft broke at the tail 
end and the stern tuba was damaged, A 
little after auorise sails were hoisted. The 
yessol was heading N. by W. ond .N.N.W. 
There waa a little swell on, ‘and o light 
‘southerly wind, During the whole of the 
8th and 9ch they kept up sails, and not~ 
withatanding the signale'they made by 
firing rockets and guns from time to time 
they did not see apy steame? or vessel 
until the-Phra Chom: Kiao hove in aight o¢ 
€.30 on the morning of the 10th September. 
At that timp the Rio hed certain flas 
hoisted as siguafs ; on the fore mast she had 
twotlags, and on the.mnainmast throo black 
balls, Whon the Para Chom ,Zlao was 
withinjabout two miles the Rio hoisted the 
signal * Will you take me in tow ato 
which the captain-replicd' Yea.’ Tho cap- 
tain of the Hio came onboard the Phra 
Chom Elao and the following ayreomont 
was written aut iu the log book of the 
ateamec andrigned by Capt. Davideon :—~ 
‘Thereby egree ta sccopt offer. of towage 
from the above steomer, from here to 
Hongkong-trd Hothow Straits, leaving torms 
of payment to be settled ia. Hongkong. 
C, H. Davidson, Master steamer io.” 
After this the Captsin of the Rio wont 
back to his ship and a steel-hawser was 
pasted by the officers and crew of tho Zio, 
and they got-under weigh at 9.30, intend- 
ing. to ‘go through the Straite of Hainan, 
“because as the Para Chom Koo tnd only 
7 duys’ coal on bowrd the Captain’ wanted 
to get into a_bay to take some more from 
the Rio, On the Itth he changed his 
course on acconnt of » heavy N.N.W, well 
coming, out. of the gulf, and ‘the’ Captain.
